a transfer of MORTON SOBELL from Alcatraz, so that his 
appeals to the court are not injured by absence of 
consultation with his counsel which Alcatraz imposes 
upon him. 
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”We will stand together with any and all who 
are persuaded in whole or in part, by these objec- 
tives.”

Do not send the 
signed petition directly to the White House unless 
it is the express wish of any individuals or groups.

This statement was 
prepared by the Philadelphia Committee and set forth a six- 
point program adopted by the National Conference, which is 
as follows: 


X. 


“1 - A broad educational campaign on the Rosenberg - 
Sobell case. Implemented by the distribution 
of one million pieces of literature in the 
next six months, shall be carried out so that 
the facts will be brought to all sections of 
the American people. 

2 - Circulation of an Amicus Brief, to be signed 

by prominent persons throughout the country, 
to be presented to the Courts In behalf of 
MORTON SOBELL. Other groups should be en- 
couraged to circulate similar briefs. 

3 - The Incarceration of MORTON SOBELL in Alcatraz 

Is cruel and unusual punishment, and makes It 
impossible for him to consult properly with his 
legal counsel. Therefore, a demand should be 
raised that he be transferred from Alcatraz 
pending outcome of legal appeals. 

We direct that the new National Rosenberg- 
Sobell Committee be charged with the responsibility 
of working out the best methods of legal support 
for SOBELL* s fight in the courts. 

5.- A detailed report of the conduct of the U. S. 

Attorney General *8 office in the Rosenberg-Sobell 
case should be circulated to all committees and 
interested individuals to the end that. In the 
near future, a call can be made for an investi- 
gation of those responsible for this improper 
conduct.

This Item was issued by the 
National Committee and Is a comparison between the SOBELL case 
and the DREYFUS case.
